ISSUES PBOCLAMATION. 


LEVY A DOLLAR ASSESSMENT 


ON EVERY CHINAMAN IN THE 


UNITED STATES. 


San Francisco, Nov. 30.—The Chi- 


nese are preparing to make a vigor- 
ous fight against the re-enactment of 
the Geary exclusion law. A procla- 
mation has been issued by the Chi- 
nese six companies requiring every 
Chinese in the United States to con- 
tribute at once the sum of $1, the 
fund thus raised to be used in the 
effort to defeat exclusion. 


In order to compel the payment of 


the assessment 
the proclamation 


states that if payment is not made 
•within one month the amount ex- 
acted will be doubled and delin- 
quents who fail 'to pay within two 
months will have their assessments 
doubled once more. 


Lest some should 
still seek to 


evade the enforced contribution the 
proclamation adds that Chinese de- 
siring to return to China will be 
compelled to exhibit a receipt show- 
ing that they have made payment, 
and, in default of such rsceipt, they 
will be fined $10. The proclamation 
•has been posted in Chinatown and is 
to be distributed all over the coun- 
try.

When Newitt fell to the floor John- 
son, wearing neither coat nor hat, 
rushed from the house. After run* 
ning two blocks he was seen, by a 
policeman, who gave chase and ar- 
rested him. 


"I've killed a man back there," 


Johnson said. 
Johnson was taken 


to the station, while other policemen 
went 
to his 
home. The .prisoner 


would say nothing as to his motive 
for shooting his friend, but the police 
found in Newitt's pocket a photo- 
graph of Mrs. Johnson, giving rise 
to the -theory that jealousy might 
have been the underlying cause of 
the quarrel which ended in the slay- 
ing of Newitt. 


Both men came from 
the same 


town in -England* 
and both were 


about fifty years of age.

"THE NEW 
INTERNATIONAL-. 


ISM" EXPLAINED. 


Scholarly 
Lecture by Mrs. May 


Wright Sewall Last Night Be- 


fore a Large Audience. 


"The New Internationalism," was 


the subject of a deeply interesting 
lecture at the West Jefferson street 
Church of Christ last evening by 
Mrs. Hay Wright Sewall* of Indian- 
apolis, president of the International 
Council of Women. The auditorium 
and lecture room were full, and the 
audience 
maintained an undivided 


interest throughout the entire dis- 
course. 


The new internationalism as ex- 


pounded by Mrs. Sewall is the co- 
operation of nations as Individuals 
for the betterment of moral, social 
and industrial conditions. The first 
internationalism was that of dis- 
covery, as exemplified at different 
periods by the Phoenicians and by 
Christopher Columbus. The internat- 
ionalism of conquest followed as a 
natural result, typified by Hannibal 
and Alexander, Pizarro and Napol- 
eon. 
Then comes the international- 


ism of commerce and it is in the ex- 
pansion of commerce that we are 
prone to forget the rights of others 
in reacning out for trade. Commerce 
is accompanied by the missionary, 
the teacher and the immigrant. The 
missionary and the teacher impress 
the inhabitants of the country that 
they arc holier and posses more 
knowledge than they, but the immi- 
grant humbly acknowledges his dis- 
satisfaction -with conditions in his 
own country, and his hope of better- 
ing himself in the new world. 


The immigrant is a useful feature 


of our nation. He comes among us 
and -we are brought in touch -with 
him and we study his language and 
customs and the condition that drove 
Mm from his own home across the 
»eas. We thus gain a 'better idea of 
existing conditions in the old world

HAVANA'S WAR ,O& MOSQUITO, 


It is several months since the pub-

lie has heard anything of particular 
interest concerning Havana's war on 


, the mosquito. 
Possibly some per 


•sons have imagined that because the 
subject ceased to figure ill news dis- 
patches that this method of prevent- 


l ingr yellow fever had been less suc- 
.; ce*sful than it promised to be, -How 
_<f 
^ erroneous such an idea, if it exists, 
^really is is proved by the contents 


of the last report of Major W. C. 
Gorgas, United States army, chief 
sanitary officer of Havana, This re- 
port is for the month of October and 
shows that whereas this month has 
been ordinarily one of the severest 
of the year so far as yellow fever 
mortality is concerned, this year 
there was not a single death from 
the once much 
dreaded scourge. 


During the last ten years the maxi- 
mum number of deaths from yellow 
fever for the month of October was 
in 1896, when a total of 240 was 
reached. The minimum was in 1899, 
when the deaths numbered twenty- 
five. The average for the 
month 


during the ten years has been 66.27 
deaths, and it is evident, as Major 
Oorgas observes, that complete ex- 
emption of the city from fatal cases 
of yellow fever is not the result of 
mere chance* 


Major Qorgas declares with em- 


phasis that the real reason why the 
yellow fever mortality is less is that 
a relentless war has beea waged 
upon the mosquitoes that have 
hitherto transmitted the disease from 
one person to another. It is true that 
the sanitary conditions of the city 
have been much improved, but this 
has contributed only in a small de- 
gree to the excellent results. The 
October figures alone are cause for 
congratulation, 
but 
when 
Major 


Oorgas adds that there has not been 
a single death from yellow fever in 
the entire city of Havana since April 
1, although the average for these 
months had been 362.16, it is evident 
that results almost approximating 
the miraculous have been secured. 
It must be admitted that 
Major 


Gorgas is the best authority as to 
what produced these results, and his 
findings should therefore encourage 
the world to fight with vigor that 
the mosquito may be exterminated,

The history of miniature painting 


dates back to the illuminated manu- 
scripts or missals on vellum and 
perchment of the seventh, century, 
many of which were embellished 
•with miniatures, the 
work being 


done entirely by the members of re- 
ligious orders and principally from 
sacred subjects. 


Miniature painting- became more 


and more popular, until at the close 
of the fifteenth centuiy a perfect 
craze existed for the illumination of 
documents of all sorts and kinds, 
charters, bills and indentures often 
being highly ornamented. 


It is recorded that Giulio Clovis, a 


celebrated miniaturist 
of the six- 


teenth century, evidently made a 
specialty of portraits in miniature of 
the reigning sovereigns, by whom 
he was highly esteemed and honored. 


Miniature portrait painting in 


England dates back to the 
early 


part of the sixteenth century. One 
of the first miniature painters 
of

as o distinct branch of art. 


America hns produced such minia- 


ture artists as Benjamin West, John 
Trumbull, Edward Greene Kalbone 
and others, who have painted in 
miniature the 
leading 
men 
and 


women of this country from colonial 
days to the present day. 


The early artists painted on vel- 


lum or small plates of copper or sil- 
ver. 
In all probability the first 


specimen of a miniature on ivory is 
a likeness of Frederick, Duke of 
Schcmbcrg, 
the celebrated general 


of William III*, which was painted 
about the year 1700. 


Properl says in his 
History 
of 


Miniature Art: ''The 
sons and 


daughters of men are as noble and 
fair now as when Cooper painted 
them in the 17th century, and it is 
but a question of time when this fas 
cinating art shall again flourish." 
This critic, with the certainty of a 
prophet, realized the great value of 
the miniature, not only as a work 
of art, but as an 
heirloom whose 


value cannot be estimated. Among 
families of taste and refinement the 
miniature* like the family jewels, 
will always occupy a placo exclu- 
sively its own.

Attorney 
General 
Taylor 
Gives 


Strong Opinion on the Qarnlshee 


Abuse—What He Says. 


The attorney general of this state 


holds that practically all the gar* 
nishee proceedings recently instituted 
against the Pennsylvania employes 
were illegally 
inaugurated. 
His 


opinion does not stop there, either, 
but continues and says that the credi- 
tors who disposed of their claims to 
persons outside of the state are not 
only criminally liable, but that they 
are likewise liable to civil proceed- 
ings for the recovery of the amourit 
garnishecd and to such other dam- 
ages as the court may decide. The 
attorney general's opinion is a pretty 
sweeping one and will have the prob- 
able effect of stopping the sending 
out of any more claims and may be 
the cause of numerous civil suits be- 
ing instituted by railroaders in this 
city. The attorney general rendered 
.his opinion at the request of Kinzle 
Kimmel, a. Pennsylvania conductor, 
residing at 43 Wall street. 
Speak- 


ing of the letter and the reply, the 
Indianapolis News of last evening 
printed the following: 


Attorney General Taylor, replying 


to K. Ximmel, a Port Wayne railroad 
man, held that -whoever sends or 
causes to be sent from this state :my 
claim for debt to be collected by pro- 
ceedings in attachment or garnish- 
ment when the creditor, debtor, or 
person, or corporation owing for the 
earnings intended to be reached by 
such proceedings in attachment are 
each' and all within the jurisdiction 
of; the courts of Indiana, shall, on 
copviction. be fined not more than 
$50 nor ]e.^s thnn $20 for each claim: 
nnd further, that whoever, either di- 
rectly or indirectly transfers or as- 


nny rlMm for debt against ;» 
of Indiana for the purpose of 
the s^me collected by 
7>r*>- 


-s in attachment or g-armch- 


mpnt or other process out of the 
wa^es or personal earnings of thr 
debtor, when the creditor and debtor 
c.in be reached by the courts of thi* 
state, are also subject to a fine of not 
more than $50 nor less than $20 for 
each offense* 


Mr. Kimmel. in asking for th" 


opinion, says that many employes of 
the Pennsylvania company, both shop 
nnd road men, at Port Wayne, are an- 
noyed by parties from 
Chicago. 


Wheeling:, W. Va., and Dayton, Ohio 
buying up the claims out of the stat" 
for the purpose of garnishing their 
wasres. Similar complaints are bein<* 
made now by laboring men in all 
parts of the state. The representa- 
tives of the collection agencies, it is 
said, go from place to place, buyinpr 
up the claims for the purpose of gar- 
nishment. 
The attorney general, 


after quoting in full sections 2283 
and 22S4, of the revised statutes of 
1901 of the £tate, says: 


"These sections have been upheld 


by both the supreme and appellate 
courts of Indiana. 
They denounce 


and make a crime the sending or 
causing to be sent out of the state of 
Indiana any claim against a resident 
of this state, to be collected by pro- 
ceedings in attachment, garnishment 
or otherwise, where all the people live 
in this state. 


"The purpose of this law was pri- 


marily to protect railway trainmen 
and employes from attachments in 
other states, of their wages, by get- 
ting service on on agent of the roiH 
in such other state. The whole pur- 
pose of the law was to save laboring 
men from employing lawyers in for- 
eign states, and also to preserve to 
them their statutory exemptions, 
which would be defeated if a foreign 
attachment would lie. 


"Not only is any person subject to 


a fUie who sells, assigns, sends or 
takes such claim out of the state, but 
he con be enjoined from so sending* 
such claim out of the state* Not only 
that, but the appellate court of Ind*- 
ana, in the case of Maine vs. Pield, 
133 App. 401, decided that the debtor 
could collect, by suit at law, from the 
creditor the damage sustained* if any, 
by reason of sending such claim out 
of the state for collection. 


"In short, the acts referred to in 


your letter are crimes against the 
laws of Indiana. The prosecuting at- 
torneys of this state have ample au- 
thority to stop any such proceedings 
ns referred to in your letter, and it is 
their duty to do it.''

Agreement Reached That Railway 


Engineers and City Engineer 


Shall Make Estimates. 


DEATHS AND FUNERALS.

Superintend- 
ent Gould had intimated to the mayor 
that he would probably be in the city 
last night, but gave no positive as- 
surance. The visit was for the pur- 
pose of informally talking over the 
Harrison street tunnel matter and it 
was hoped that Superintendent Me- 
Kim, 
of the Pennsylvania company, 


could also be present. When it was 
learned that Mr. Gould was in the 
city, inquiry at the Pennsylvania of- 
fices revealed the fact that Superin- 
tendent McKim had' been called to 
Pittsburg during the day and in con- 
sequence could of course not be pres- 
ent. The conference was held in the 
mayor's private office and was gen 
eral in character. While no real busi- 
ness was transacted, there was de- 
veloped a better feeling of general 
unanimity than has ever before pre- 
vailed an any of the discussions re- 
lating to the matter under consider- 
ation. Mr. Gould was more graciou: 
than usual and that is saying a great 
deal, and he seemed anxious to co- 
operate with the city and the Penn- 
sylvania road in anything that ap- 
peared reasonable. The mayor and 
the Wabash gentleman sparred a bit. 
each trying to draw the other out, 
and finally the mayor suggested tha' 
he thought an equitable division of 
the cost of the proposed improve 
ment would be to tax the city, the 
Pennsylvania company and the Wa- 
bash company a third each of the cost 
of construction and the damage, if 
any, that might be assessed against 
it. 
The proposition was discussed 


and the two parties to the discussion 
agreed that there was nothing un- 
fair 
in 
the suggestion. 
It was 


agreed, however, that before any- 
th!nrr e1p° was done, the civil engi- 
neers of the Pennsylvania and Wa 
ba&h road and City Engineer Ran- 
dall shall jointly survey the terri- 
tory and separately and jointly esti- 
mate the cost of a tunnel such as 
would meet the requirements of the 
street for many years to come. Aft- 
er these surveys and estimates are 
made they are to be submitted to the 
inspection of the officers of the roads 
interested 
and 
the city 
officials 


when it is expected some definite con- 
clusions will *be reached. The plans 
and estimates of the engineers wil 
be based on a tunnel of 14 foot clear 
ance, with three foot beams and an 
easy grade bringing the roadway to 
the surface at Melita street on th 
south, and Baker street on the nortl1 


side of the tracks. In any event the 
Pennsylvania track level must V 
taken as a basis, else there will be 
no drainage for the 
bottom of th 


tunnel without carrying a drain to 
Taylor street* which would cost mor< 
than the elevation of the tracks ic 
the yards of the Wabash company 
which at Harrison street are consid- 
erably lower than the Pennsylvania 
tracks* By taking the Pennsylvania 
track level the tunnel can be drain 
ed into the Baker street sewer, which 
offers nearly 
a foot fall. 
Mayor 


Berghoff states that the' engineers 
are expected to get to -work at once 
and that he hopes to have anothe: 
and decisive conference within a few 
weeks. Owing to the absence of Su 
perinten'dent McKim, no reference t< 
the Lafayette street viaduct was 
made at last evening's meeting.

Topic—"The Call of Moses." 
Text—Exodus iii., 1-12. 
There are two ways 
of going 


1 through with one's career in this 


world. The one is to drift with the 
current and circumstances, the other 
is to catch the note and follow the 
caH of our Creator and Lord. 
Of 


those who drift the number appears 
pitifully numerous. 
Listen to the 


addresses on graduation day in any 
number if institutions of learning 
and how rarely do spcakere dwell up- 
on a divinely 
chosen vocation for 


life. 


•But as sure as we arc children of 


God our Heavenly Tather has a 
sphere for each to fill. Prom the 
early beginnings of his growing boy 
the prudent parent anxiously con- 
siders into what he would better 
gide his child* Shall it be into com- 
mercial pursuits, into professional, 
artistic or literary? 
Xo child can 


more than partially appreciate the 
weight of care 
-which father and 


mother carry, and all the more if the 
child is inclined 
to drift as th^ 


stream of circumstances runs. 


Just so, and more so, may .we be 


sure the Father in heaven has a deep 
solicitude for each of His great fam- 
ily, desiring that every one shall get 
into the place for which he is best 
qualified. 
Otherwise He would be 


less good and gracious than earthly 
parents. Heanwhile, as all must see, 
the world is far too full of misfits. 
Square pegs in. round 
holes and 


round -pegs in square holes are found 
on every hand* 


FAILTTEE IK LIFE WOKK. 


Of life too many adults have rea- 


son to say: 
"It is a misadventure. 


I never got hold of the right end of 
things; all these things are against 
me; I was born wrong side foremost; 
I am a born failure." To this we can- 
. not agree at all. 
It would be a 


shocking impeachment of the justice 
of our Creator if it were so that any- 
one is a born failure, born out of all 
possible adjustment 
<with success. 


3oany have began life with the least 
favor of circumstances and yet have 
a'chieved the most renowned success. 


'Of these Moses was one. He was 


"born nder the ban of a bloody des- 
pot, who had issued a decree that 
every male child should be cast into 
the river at birth. The only defend- 
er of his life was a feeble mother. 
and her plan for preserving the child 
•went to pieces at the end of three 
months. After that it was only by 
th^ boldest ventures, exposing the 


/'tiabe in the hope of 'gaining the favor 


of Pharaoh's daughter, and it was 
only by the happy success of this 
scheme that Jokebed's little boy was 
allowed to live. 


Moses had a perilous start in life* 


And when they '"brought him (Exo- 
dus ii., 10) to Pharaoh's 
daughter 


and he became her son,'* it was not 
such an opening as parents like 
Moses' parents could itoke pleasure 
in. It introduced him to the court, 
but also to the rank corruptions of a 
pagan >court And as a true Israelite 
that believing mother -would rather 
have her son in a humble home, in- 
structed in the faith of the fathers, 
than to see him grow up in the can* 
taminations of "Pharaoh*af palace, 


PBEPAHED POB CAEEER. 


But 
the 
plans 
of 
Providence 


wrought from the first to prepare this 
child for the most illustrious career 
ever kncwn in Israel or outside of 
Israel. And this appears partly in 
the present lesson: 
"The Call of 


Moses.*' 


1. It was a. call after full prepara- 


tion. He had every opportunity for 
education 
which royalty 
enjoyed. 


And so he was ''learned in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians" (Acts vii., 
22, 23), and was mighty in word and 
deed." 
Then when he was full 40 


years old (Acts vii., 23) it came into 
his heart to quit the court and go out 
to take a view of the condition of his 
enslaved Hebrew brethren. He had 
been forty years within sight and 
send of the Egyptians* treatment of 
his kin. 


Moses doubtless would know how 


bitter the bondage of his brethren 
was. Possibly -what lie heard was so 
revolting that he f«Jt incredulous, 
and therefore resolved to go to see 
for himself. 
As soon AS he came 


among them he fond -an Egyptian 
(Exodus, ii., 11) smiting a Hebrew, 
and without ceremony he slow the 
Egyptian. But next day when two 
Israelites were fond fighting each 
other and Moses sought to separate 
them, they resented his interference 
and let him know that his murder of 


\ the Egyptian was no secret 


Taking fright, as he heard (Ero- 


flus ii., 15) that Pharaoh was seeking 
.to find and kill him he took his flight 
afar into the land of Midian, 
In 


Midian Moses entered upon the sec* 
ond stage of his schooling for life. 
At 40 he fied from city and court and 
the conflicts common to both and en- 
rtered himself in the school of na- 
ture. 


Moses (lesson verse .1) kept the 


flock of Jethro, his father-ln-tow, and 
be 'led the flack to the bafck of the 


desert and came to the Mountain of 
God, even to Horeb." In other words, 
he withdrew from the society of man- 
kind as far as possible. He craved 
communion with God. 


MOSES IN THE DESERT. 


In the solitudes and sublimities 


of mountain and desert Moses spent 
the next forty years. A long period 
for pupilage, certainly. 
With 
us 


graduation day, unless it be in the 
case of a dunce, is reached along in 
the decndo 
of our twenties. 
But 


Moses was eighty years of age be- 
fore God called him to that public 
career which was crowned with im- 
mortal fame. 


And did not Elijah, the most pow- 


erful prophet in all Israel, dwell in 
seclusion until full manhood before 
he suddenly emerged and met Ahab, 
the idolatrous monarch of the north- 
ern kingdom? 
Elijah 
cannot 
be 


thought of as being othemvise than 
in training for his great career. 


Just so John the Baptist was un- 


seen and unknown, even unheard of, 
until he was thirty years of age. 
Then his voice was lifted up (iin the 
wilderness of Judea" (Matt., iii., 1), 
and what he said showed that he had 
been to school to God, studying the 
ancient scriptures and the world's 
need of radical repentance. 


Saul of Tarsus was a pupil of the 


famous preceptor Gamaliel in Jeru- 
salem and thoroughly learned. But 
when he became a convert to Christ 
he went into 
(Galatians, i., 7-8) 


Arabia and spent three years in pre- 
paration for preaching the gospel. 


Many, if not most, of the failures 


in life may be laid to inadequate 
preparation. Let us impress it upon 
those we teach that 
Moses was 


eighty years of age when he heard 
tihe call of God to come out into the 
open. 
CALLED FBOM A LOWLY PLACE. 


2. The call of Moses was from a 


lowly to a leading place. Bead les- 
son verse 11 and several other simi- 
lar utterances and it will be seen 
how modest was Moses' opinion of 
his own adequacy. 
But God knew 


better than His servant did what 
equipments 
and 
qualifications ho 


had. It is a common quality of a 
strong character to evince hesitancy 
for high and hard undertakings. It 
is the self-assured that often show 
themselves unequal to the demands 
laid upon them in their place. 


Moses made all sorts of excuses to 


the end of being let off from 
the 


prodigious task of working out for 
God His purpose of setting1 the en- 
slaved Israelites 
free. 
But when 


Providence, as it were, pushed him 
forward, every step and every stage 
of his career became more splendidly 
triumphant. 


3. The call of Moses was expressed 


in awe-inspiring form. As our les* 
son (verse 2-9) reads, it commands 
a reverent wonder. Where in all 
pagan religions is there a record that 
is so sublimely the revelation of a 
God 
worthy 
of 
worship? 
"Tho 


angel"—not an angel—of the Lord 
appears in a flame of fire out of the 
midst of a bush. The bush burned, 
but was not consumed. 


Startled and stunned, too, Moses 


turned to see the "great sight" But 
at once he heard (verse 5) a warning 
voice admonishing him 
to regard 


and treat tho place ns holy ground. 


Nothing in this epiphany to de- 


grade the thought of deity. 
Bather 


is God majestically dignified. Fire 
has two offices, to consume and to 
purify. Some tilings—dross—it con 
sumes. 
Other 
things—precious 


metals—it purifies. Silver is tried 
by fire. Stubble and tares are turned 
up by nre. "God is a consuming 
fire" to the wicked. He is **a pillar 
of fire" to guide 
His dependent 


people. 


BURNING BUSH A SYMBOL. 
The bush was on fire, a common 


thorn bush, but did not consume be- 
cause it was miraculously defended 
against the fire. In this symbol it 
is believed there was given to Moses 
and all wno should believe in Jeho- 
vah a visible sign of the inde^tructi- 
bility of the clnirch of God. It has 
always been 
so interpreted. 
And 


when we observe the course of events 
in church history the interpretation 
seems fully justified. 


The church in the God of the Bible 


has been in the furnace of affliction 
in overy age. 
Martyrdom has not 


missed a single century, nor yet a 
single country, 
where Christianity 


has been introduced. 


The Hebrews, who have been "the 


true Israel,1' have ' been the most 
persecuted race on earth. Today they 
are the target of antagonism in son* 
of the greatest nations. 
But whil 


they are, as a bush, 
srwathed in 


flamos, they are not reduced to ashes 
And as certain as God "cannot lie,' 
the time will come when the tru< 
Israel will come forth from the fir 
purified. 


4. 
T*he call of -Moses was to an 


apparttitly impossible task, and t 
an absolutely impossible task, excep 
Odd Almighty 'Tre'tlie helper. Egyp 


was a fcuge, irresponsible* power. The 
monarch was an absolute ruler, much 
more so than a csar of Bursia is al- 
lowed to be -today. He and his pred- 
ecessors had held Israel under thedr 
tyrannical heel through eighty pre- 
vious years. What -hope could any 
human agency offer for these crus?ied 
children of Abraham? 


But (lesson vi., 10> a voice from 


on high is heard. God speaks, and 
speaks in. terms and ton-es so over- 


ering (lesson v., 6) 'that "-Moses 


hdd his face, for he was afraid -to 


k upon God.*1 And little wondsr, 


considering the announcement the 
Almighty made. Thnt *ho had seen 
the affliction of his people; €hat he 


ad heard their cry "by reason of 


their sorrows,*' and more (lesson v., 
8) still, "I am come down to deliver 
them out of the -hands of the Egyp- 
tians.1" 
THE VOICE HEABD BY 3MCOSES. 
How did this proclamation come to 


Idoses? Whether it vras an unseen 
celestial speaker or by an undeniable 
impression made upon Mos^s, no dif- 


ice. Sane people stick so at be- 


lieving in the reality of miracle- 
hat the thought of Doty, address* 
ng Moses by audible voice, is incred- 
.We. 


My mind settles the matter of mir* 


xcUs by this short method. Take the 
.umon voice, the most matchless 
organ that ever made utterance. It 
5 to me and most people past believ- 
ing: that 'human speech is 'a growth 
without God's -hand. But if He made 
the human voice, why should He 
not ns easily utter 
vocal 
sounds, 


when man can. see nothing? 
Thus 


was it at Paul's conversion. There 


cts iac., 7) the men who wero with 


Paul s-fccod speechless, "healing a 
voice, but seeing no man.'* 


There was a voice which Closes 


lead of such august import that he 
hid his face"; did not need to look 
upon Crc/d because what was said, 
But the task to which tho voice sum- 
moned him was quite terrifying: "I 
will sejid thea unto F-harcah, that 
(lesson v., 10) 'tihou iaaye#t bring 
forth nay people out of Egypt" 


Moses f ?lt this unntBcSS. He knew 


:rom an experience of forty years* 
residence in the palace what manner 
of monarch a Pliaroah was. True, 
tho ono who ruled (Exodus ii., 23) 
while Hoses was still at the court 
had died. But his successor now on 
the throne was none the less des- 
x>tic, 'and therefore was Koscs so re- 
uctant to think Go'd called him to a 
plainly impossible task. 


HABD TASK SET POB HIM, 
It is much too human to welcome a 


call, as from God, if it is to da some 


y thing. But it is just as liable 


to "be of the Ix>rd if it be to some- 
thing burdensome and beset with 
difficulty and danger. That was a 
stern condition, of discipleship which 


uj gave wuiwi He said, <hWho- 


soever shall not iake up 'his cross 
daily and follow He cannot be >Iy 
disciple." 


There is perhaps room and reason 


for *a large number of 
professing 


Christians to inquire whether their 
lives ate not too easy. How much 
sslf-deni&l does it cost us to be 
Christians? 
How 
much 
are we 


wearied every week by work we (Jo 
directly aimed at giving honor to 
God? How often when a&ked to take 
•up some deBuitsly Christian work 


we esccuso ourselves with very 


shabby reasons? 


Hoses did this best to obtain an 


excuso from the Lord, and secured 
it in part, wlien Aaron was called to 
bo the speaker. But it stands to lus 
discredit and is a, 'discount on liis 
character forever. 
Tiro grave error 


he mads was in not giving tor and 
heart ts tho true inspiring promise 
(lesson v., 12) "Certainly I will be 
with thee." "If God be for us, as 
Paul said, who 'can bo against us?" 


Moses 'had not learned (I. Samuel, 


xiv.. G), ''there is no restraint to the 
Lord to save "by many or by few," 
and -that (*if tho Lord lead one can 
chase u thousand and put ten thou- 
sand to flight.'7 It was a long and 
terrible task upon which Hoses en- 
tered, but the sliackles of Egypt fell 
off. the eailsaved Israelites went free, 
and -after painful wanderings and 
waiting GxxTs words of promise were 
made good. Moses was not called 
to what he could not do. 
Weather 


nro we, if we do but "hear tho voice, 
'•Certainly I will be with the«." 


youngster rushed up, threw his arms 
around the matron and imprinted a 
sounding kiss upon her right cheek.

A lest Rembrandt has been discov- 


ered and will shortly be placed iu tho 
Louvre Museum. Since time before 
the visit of the czar and caaritza to 
Prance a Dutch expert, while exam- 
ining the pictures in Compiegne pal- 
ace, came across one representing the 
pilgrims at Eannaus, which appeared, 
to him to be in the manner of tho 
master whose [famous painting of the 
same subject is at the Louvre* He 
asked to have the work taken down 
from the walls, and after removing 
the dust and dirt which had been al- 
lowed to accumulate on it, made a 
minute examination, of tho canvas. 
The result of his inspection confirm- 
ed 'him in the belief that the picture 
was a genuine Bembrandt, and he at 
once informed the Louvre curators of 
his find, says the London Telegram. 


The museum authorities claimed 


the picture on the strength of the 
expert's evidence, 
and the latter's 


judgment was at length decisively 
proved to have been correct by the 
discovery, after a careful cleaning, 
of E-ambrandt's signature on t&e can^ 
vas, and, moreover, by the fact that 
in an old <!attaloguo of paintings a 
mention 
of a work by the master, 


supposed to have disappeared, was 
found, which tallies erastly with 
the picture that has remained so long 
neglected alt Compiegne.

palace are of special importance. One 
is a large enclosure, on one side a 
flight of Stairs. As tSiese stairs end 
in a closed wall, at is supposed that 
tihey inuiit have T>«n intended for 
the accommodaJti on of spectators wit- 
nessing processions and dramatic 
representations on tho spaco below, 


Here, therefore, we may have r.n 


example of the oldest Greek theater 
A small building, consisting of two 
low chambers, with benthos alon 
the walls, is connected -with the en< 
closure, and from the dxambws the 
way leads through two corridors to 
a larga square, beyond which is a 
staircase from thirteen to fourtesi 
meters' wide, and then -through an 
ntriura into a large hall, supposed 
to be the Megaron, or throne room o 
the monarch. Two doors open, int 
the hall, the ceiling of -crtiich is sup 
ported 1>y three huge wooden pillars 
eaving this .hall, one enters orhe 
corridors/ -and then, up mora stairs 
a secctid <hall, wifrh 
four pillars 


wliich is thought to have 'been th 
women's room. The numerous corn 
dors and stairs at Bhaistos are espt 
cially noticeable.

The Dancing Pen* 


Push a pin half way through a green 


pea, making,the two ends as nearly as 
possible the same weight—i, c,, let the 
point come a little more than half way 
through. Then break off the stem of a 
common clay pipe, aud the toj will bo 
completed. To make the pea dance put 
It on top of the plpestem, the point of 
the pin sticking down the bore. Throw 
your head back, with the pipe In your 
mouth, so that the stem may be held 
vertically, and blow gently.

Keep blowing hard- 
er until the pea rises entirely from tho 
pipe and is supported in the air. It 
will now begin to spin round and round 
and turn over and over, all the while 
bobbing up and down as long as tho 
current of air Is kept up.

They wanted a "shot" at 
that historic scene—the fine old Brit- 
ish gentleman signing away the

TRAPS TO CATCH TIGERS. 


Capturing tigers by 
a 
novel 


method is now being adopted 
in 


Sumatra and is proving almost in- 
variably successful. 
As soon ag a 


tiger's lair has been found natives 
are employed to construct a wooden 
fence nine feet long and four feet 
wide a short distance away from it 
and in this inclosure is then placed 
as a bait a dog, which is tied to one 
of the fence posts. 
A narrow en- 


trance leads into the inclosure and 
there, deftly concealed under earth, 
leaves and boughs of trees, is placed 
a strong steel trap, which is so de- 
signed that any animal that places 
its foot on it is certain to be held 
captive. 


This trap is of recent invention 


and consists of strong steel plates 
and equally strong springs. When 
it is set the plates form a sort of 
platform and as soon as the tiger 
which has been lured thither by tho 
dog sets his foot thereon the springs 
are released and the cruel steel grips 
the leg1 and holds it fast. 


Powerful as the tiger is, he cannot 


free himself from such bondage and 
as those who have set the trap are 
never far away, he is in a short time 
either killed or securely caged. At 
tho same time the* dog is released, 
and, indeed, he could not be removed 
from the inclosure as long as the 
trap was set, since this instrument, 
strong as it is, nevertheless is so 
delicate that the pressure even of a 
dog's foot would release the springs 
and cause the animal's leg to be1 


crushed 
in

ing yellow fever had been less suc- 
cessful than it promised to be. 'How 
erroneous such an idea, if it exists, 
. really is is proved by the contents 


of the last report of 
Major "W. C 


Gorgas, United States army, chie 
sanitary officer of Havana. This re 
port is for the month of October am 
shows that whereas this month hat. 
been ordinarily one of the severes 


of the year so far as yellow fevei 
mortality is concerned, 
this yeai 


there was not a single death from 
tho once much 
dreaded 
scourge 


During the last ten years the maxi- 
mum number of deaths from yellow 
fever for the month of October was 
in 1S96, -when n total of 2-10 was 
reached. The minimum wns in 1899 
when the deaths numbered twenty 
five. The average for the 
montl 


during the ten years has been 66.2' 
deaths, and it is evident, as Tfl.ajoi 
Gorgas observes, that complete ex- 
emption of the city from fatal cases 


o£ yellow fever is not the result of 
mere chance. 


Major Gorg-as declares witli em- 


phasis that the real reason why the 
yellow fever mortality is less is that 
a relentless war has 
been, waged 


upon 
the 
mosquitoes 
that 
have 


hitherto transmitted the disease from 
one person to another. It is true that 
the sanitary conditions of the city 
have been, much improved, hut this 
lias contributed only in a small de- 
gree to the excellent results. 
The 


October figures alone- are cause for 
congratulation, 
but 
when 
Major 


Gorges adds that there has not been 
a single dentil from yellow fever in 
the entire city of Havana since April 
1, although tho average for these 
months had been SfiS. 10, it is evident 
that results almost approximating 
the miraculous 
have -been secured. 


It must be admitted 
that 
Hajoi 


Goigas is the best authority as to 
what produced these results, and hi? 
findings should therefore encourage 
the world to fight with vigor that 
the mosquito may be exterminated.

The history of miniature paintin 


dates back to the illuminated manu- 
scripts or missals on vellum and 
perchment of the seventh century, 
many of, which were 
embellished 


•with miniatures, 
the 
work being 


done entirely by the members of re- 
ligious orders and principally from 
sacred subjects.

of the

of this state, to he collected by pro 
ceedings in attachment, garnishmen 
or otherwise, where all the people liv< 
in this state. 


"TJie purpose of this law was pri 


marily to protect railway trainmen 
aud employes from attachments 
other states, of their wages, by get 
ting service on an agent of the roo 
in such other state. The whole pur 
pose of the law was to save laboring 
men from employing lawyers in for 
eign states, and also to preserve t 
them their statutory exemptions 
which would be defeated if a foreign 
attachment would lie. 


"Not only is any parson subject ti 


a fine who sells, assigns, sends or 
takes such claim out of the state, bu 
he can be enjoined from so sending 
such claim out of the state. Not ouly 
that, "but tho appellate court of Ind? 
ana, in the case of Maine vs. Field 
133 App. 401, decided that the debtor 
could collect, by suit at law, from the 
creditor the damage sustained, if any 
by reason of sending such claim oui 
of the state for collection. 


"In short, the acts referred to in 


your letter are crimes against the 
laws of Indiana. The prosecuting at- 
torneys of this state have ample au- 
thority to stop any such proceeding:; 
-as referred to in your letter, and it is 
their duty to do it."

? WHAT ENGLAND PROPOSES 
TO DO IN HEH WARS OF THE 


FUTURE—OTHER 1' OWERS WOULD FOLLOW. 


(Philadelphia Times.) 


One 
ot the most important an 


iiouncements that have been made i 
the British 
parliament 
for many 


a year past was the declaration, o 
Colonial Secretary Joseph Chamber 
lain that the English 
governiuen 


will not hesitate henceforth to em 
ploy in Europe or elsewhere her In 
dian-and African troops. It is a: 
announcement of the most profound 
interest to the entire civilized world 
but more especially to great powers 
such as the United States, Bussia 
France and Germany, which have 
millions of semibarbarous races sub- 
ject to their rule. 


Uncle Sam alone has some 8,000,- 


000 Filipnos in whom the -military 
instinct is most strongly developed, 
the males preferring warfare to in- 
dustry, and with a characteristically 
oriental disregard for death or in- 
jury and almost incredible powers of 
endurance would always sooner -fight 
than work. 
Indeed, the Philippine 


islands Tvill furnish to the "United 
States 
a practically 
inexhaustible 


recruiting ground for its army, now 
that the compact which has hitherto 
cxixsted between civilized nations 
against the use of oriental or African 
troops in civilized warfare is -to be 
broken by Great -Britain. 


NO ACTION AT THE HAGUE. 
Curiously enough, -the peace confer- 


ence at The Hague two years ago, 
when the rules of war were subjected 
to a revision, carefully avoided any 
reference to the matter that is to 
say, in the shape of any steps toward 
a specific agreement -by treaty to re- 
frain front the employment of Asia-t- 
ic and Africantroops 
in civilized 


warfare, and the only action taken 
"by the -delegates that can be consid- 
ered as in any way bearing upon the 
question ivas the declaration of their 
adhesion to the "accepted 
laws of 


warfare among 
civilized nations," 


•which comprises a restriction ''pro- 
hibiting the use of bodies of troops' 
composed of individuals of savage or 
semi-savage races." either England 
nor Russia nor yet France.was de- 
sirous of binding itself to abstain 
from availing itself of the cervices of 
its dusky soldiers in tlie event of war 
in which its national existence was 
likely to be at stake, and the matter, 
therefore, was 
'by a sort of agree- 


ment kept out of the discussion at 
The Hague. 


It lias until now been generally un- 


derstood, 
however, by these three 


great powers that if native troops 
were employed it would b.2 only in 
the last extremity, 
and this view 


has been strengthened by the extra- 
ordinary pains which the English 
government has taken to prevent the 
-warlike Basuto tribes, who are und- 
er British rule and most loyal to the 
Engtash flag, from taking-part in the 
war ag-iiinst the Boers. In the war 
of 1870 the French at one moment 
brought a few regiments of Turkos 
from Algeria. 
But so great was the 


outcry raised, not only in Germany 
and elsewhere in Europe, but even in 
France, against their employment, 
that they were hastily shipped back 
to Africa long before the close of the 
war, although they were magnificent 
fighters and from a military point of 
view of infinitely greater value than 
the untrained levies o£ '"mobiots," 
the majority 
of whom had never 


handled a gnn before in their lives. 
CONDEMNED, UNWRITTEN" I/AW. 


The action of France shows better 


than anything else how strong- has 
"been the prejudice in the past against 
the use of semi-civilized races in the 
wars of Christian states with one an- 
other, and the extent to which it has 
been condemned by that species of 
unwritten and undefined code known 
as "the law of nations." It is a sen- 
timent that found expression in the 
eighteen til century at -Westminster, 
when the great Lord Chatham de- 
nounced with such eloquent indigna- 
tion the employment by -the British 
commanders in this country of red 
Indian tribes against the American 
revolutionary forcas, and there are 
few newspapers, either in the United 
States or in Europe, -that did not ex- 


' press their abhorrence of the use of 


Cossacks and of Circassians by Bus- 
sia in suppressing the Hungarian in- 
surrection of 1848, and of the sul- 
tan's action in endeavoring to put 
down the rising in Bulgaria in 1376 
by means of irregular bfishi-hnzonks 
recruited from the most barbarous 


• portion of his Asiatic dominions.' 


A couple of years afterward at the 


time when England seemed to be o 
the verge of a war with Russia 
small contingent of Indian cuvalry 
was brought to Malta, which created 
such an outcry and storm of protes 
even in Great Britain that the mci 
v/evc quickly shipped back to Bom 
bay. Their visit to Malta, howevei 
served to remind continental Kuro-p 
of the fact that'the military resource 
of England were not restricted solel 
to her standing army at home an 
that lior forces in India must be tak 
en 'into accoiint— and that this : 
probably nil that Lord -Beaconsflel 
had in view when he brougUt th 


Indian contingent to the Mediterran 
enn, 
HUMANE JAPANESE METHODS 


It is to Japan in a great measur 


that must be attributed the recent re 
moval of this prejudice against th 
employment 
ot" oriental troops in 


warfare among Christian nations ant 
the determination of the British gov 
ernment to dispense with all restric- 
tions which have until now prevent 
ed the use of its Indian and African 
soldiers in conflict 
with civilizec 


powers. 
For the objection to these 


warriors lias -been based altogethei 


the belief that 
when their pas- 


sions have been aroused by excite- 
ment and turmoil of battle it would 
be impossible to prevent them from 
ndulging in savagery and cruelty 
vhich, while natural in barbarous 
•aces, should be repulsive in the ex- 
L'eme to white people. 
But during 


he recent campaign in China the 
fapanese distinguished 
themselves 


imong all the other allied troops by 
heir humane 
methods 
of warfare 


.nd by 'their indignant refusal to 
jarticipate in any of the rapine, the 
ruelty and the altogether inexcusa- 
ile barbarity which disgraced most 
f the European -contingent engaged 
11 the military operations in the ce- 
estial empire. 
England's example, unless chcck- 
d by fin international conference, 
rill' undoubtedly be followed by oth- 


L- great powers possessed of Asiatic 
n:l African dependencies, and thus 
n altogether new element, of which 
o account has been taken until now, 
viil be introduced into modern war- 
are among civilized 
nations. 
In 


let. it is possible that in course oC 
me the white races may eventually 
ome to use none but their dark- 
ued, MOTi-Ohristian. lieges for fig-lit- 
ig purposes, and that in this way 
ontinental great powers of Europe, 
uch ns France, " Germany, Russia, 
:c., may be relieved of that com- 
ulswy military service which is

Peter's sagacity led him to chooss 
Rome for his see as being the future 
mistress of the world? or are we to 
say that lie was divinely led to do 
so? 'We certainly

Testament authority for claiming a 
divine command to St. Peter on the 
subject, nor even a divine ratifica- 
tion of his choice. 
And yet if we 


concede that it was merely a choice 
based on human 
perspicacity, 
on 


what grounds can -we deny the possi- 
bility of New York becoming the see 
of Peter's successor?

God our Heavenly

FAILURE IN LIFE WORK. 


Of life too many adulrts have rea- 


son to say: 
"It Is a misadventure. 


I never got hold of the right end of 
thingsj all these things are against 
me; I was born wrong side foremost; 
I am a born failure." To this we can- 
not agree at all. 
It would be a 


shocking impeachment of tho justice 
of our Creator if it were so that any- 
one is a bom failure, born out of all 
possible 
adjustment with success. 


STany have began life with, the least 
favor of circumstances and. yet have 
a'chieved the most renowned success. 


Of these Moses was one. He was 


born nder the ban of a bloody des- 
pot, who had 
is&ued a decree that 


every male cliild should bo cast into 
the liver at birth. The only defend- 
er of his life TWIS a feeble mother. 
and her plan for preserving the child 
went to pieces at the end of three 
months. 
After that it was only by 


ventures, erasing the 


i 'babe in tlie hope of 'gaining the favor 


of Phar/ioh's daughter, nnd it was 
only by t.he happy success of this 
scheme that Jokebed's little boy was 
allowed to live. 


Moses had a perilous start in life. 


And when they "brought him (Exo- 
dus ii., 10) to Pharaoh's 
daughter 


an-d he became her sou,'1 It was not 
such an opening1 as parents 
like 


Hoses' parents could itake pleasure 
in. It introduced him to the court, 
but also to the rank corruptions of n 
pagan court. And as a true Israelite 
that believing mother would rather 
have her son in a humble home, in- 
structed in the faith of the fathers, 
than to see him' groiv up in the con- 
taminations of "Pharaoh's palace. 


PREPABED FOR CAREER. 


But 
the 
plans 
of 
Providence 


wrought from the first to prepare this 
child for the most illustrious career 
ever kncwu hi Israel or outside of 
Israel. And this appears partly in 
tlie present lesson: 
"The Call of 


Moses." 


1. It was n call after full prepara- 


tion. He had every opportunity for 
education 
which royalty 
enjoyed. 


And so he was "learned in all the 
wisdom-of the Egyptians" (Acts vii., 
22, 23), and was mighty in word and 
deed." 
Then when he was full 40 


years old (Acts vii., 23) it came into 
his heart to quit the court and go out 
to take a view of the condition of his 
enslaved Hebrew brethren. He had 
been forty years within sight and 
sond of the Egyptians' treatment of 
his kin. 


Moses doubtless would know how 


bitter the bondage of his brethren 
was. Possibly ••wliat he heard was so 
revolting that 
lie fdt incredulous, 


and therefore resolved to £'o to see 
for himself. 
As soon as he came 


among them he fond an Egyptian 
(Exodus, ii., 11) smiting a Hebrew, 
ami without ceremony he slow the 
Egyptian. But next day when two 
Israelites were fond fighting each 
other and Moses sought to separate 
them, they resented his interference 
and let him know that his murder of 
the Egyptian .was no secret. 


Taking fright, as he heard (Exo- 


tiusii., 10) that Pharaoh was seeking 
to find and kill him he took his flight 


. afar into tho land of Mldian. 
In 


Midiau Moses entered upon the sec- 
ond stage of 'his schooling: for life. 
At 40 he fled from city and court and 
the conflicts common to botli nnd en- 
rtered nimself 
in the school of na- 


ture. 


Moses (lesson, verso .1) kept the 


flock of Jethro, his father-in-law, and 
lie "led the flock to the batek of the 


desert and came to the Mountain o 
God, even to Horeb." In other words 
he withdrew from tile society of man 
kind as far as possible. 
He cravei 


communion with God. 


MOSES IN THE DESERT. 


In the solitudes nnd sublimitie 


of mountain and desert Moses spen 
the next forty years. A long perioc 
for pupilage, certainly. 
With 
u: 


graduation day, unless it be in tin 
case of a dunce, is reached along ii 
the decade 
of our twenties. 
Bu 


Hoses was eighty years of age be 
fore God called him to that public 
career which was crowned with im- 
mortal fame. 


And did not Elijah, the most pow- 


erful prophet iii all Israel, dwell in 
seclusion until full manhood before 
he suddenly emerged and met Ahabj 
the idolatrous monarch of the north- 
ern kingdom? 
Elijah 
cannot 
be 


thought of as being othemvise than 
:n training for his great career. 


Just so John the Baptist was un- 


seen and unknown, even unheard of, 
until he was "thirty years of age. 
Then his voice was lifted up "in the 
wilderness of Judea" (Matt., iii., 1), 
and what he said showed that he had 
been to school to God, studying the 
ancient scriptures and the world's 
need of radical repentance. 


Saul of Tarsus was a pupil of the 


'amous preceptor Gamaliel in Jeru- 
salem and thoroughly learned. But 


•hen. lie became a convert to Christ 


he went into 
(Galatians, i., 7-8) 


Arabia and spent three years in pre- 
>aration for preaching the gospel. 


Many, if not most, of the failures 


n life may be laid to inadequate 
reparation. Let us impress it upon 


those we teach that 
Moses 
was 


eighty years of age when, he heard 
tihe call of God to coine out into the 
>pen.

is so sublimely the revelation of a

"The 


angel"— not an angel — of the Lord 
appears in a flame of fire out of the 
midst of a bush. Tho bush burned, 
but was not consumed.

by fire. Stubble and tares are "burned 
up by fire. "God is a, consuming 
fire" to the wicked. HP is "a pillar 
of five" to guide

people. 


BURSTING BTJSH A SYMBOL. 
The bush was ou fire, a common 


thorn, hush, but did not consume be- 
cause it was miraculously defended 
against the lire. In this symbol it 
is believed there was given to Moses 
and all wlio should believe in Jeho- 
vah a visible sign of the indestructi- 
bility of the church of God. It lias 
always been 
so interpreted. 
And 


when we observe the course of events 
in church history the interpretation 
seems fully justified.

VIRTUES OF STALE BREAD. 


TRAPS TO CATCH TIOEES. 


Capturing tigers by 
a novel 


method is now being- adopted in 
Sumatra nnd is proving almost in- 
varinbly successful. As soon as1 n 
tiger's lair 'has been found natives 
are employed to construct- a wooden 
fence nine feet long- and four feet 
wido a short distance away from it 
and in this inclosure is then placed 
as a bait a dog-, which is tied to one 
of the fence posts. 
A narrow en- 


trance leads into the inclosure and 
there, deftly concealed under earth, 
leaves and boughs of tries, is placed 
a strong steel trap, which is so de- 
signed that any nnimnl that places 
its foot on it is certain to be held 
captive. 


This trap is of recent invention 


and consists of strong steel plates 
and equally strong springs.

t is set the plates -form a sort of 
jlatform and. as soon as the tiger 
which has' been lured thither 'by the 
Log sets his foot thereon the springs 
are released nnd the cruel steel grips 
he leg- and holds it fast.. 
Powerful as the tiger is, lie cannot

'or hot rolls for breakfast. So far 
;he palate would appear not to be a 
safe guide to digestion. Hot rolls, 
lowever, when masticated properly 
should not offer any difficulty to tho 
digestive organs. 
A slice of stale 


bread ou being 'broken with the 
teeth resolves into more or less hard, 
gritty particles, which, unless they 
were softened by the saliva, would 
bo almost impossible 
to swallow, 


The particles would 
irritate 
the 


throat and the gullet. The fact is, 
therefore, 
that man is compelled 


thoroughly to masticate and to im- 
pregnate stale.bread with saliva be- 
fore he swallows it. 
This act, of 


course, partially digests the bread 
and thus makes it In n fit state for 
digestion and absorption farther on 
in the alimentary tract. This is why 
stale bread appears to be more diges- 
tible than new bread. 


New bread, on the contrary, is soft, 


doughy or plastic, 
and there ap- 


pears to be no necessity to soften it 
with saliva, hence 
it escapes the 


preliminary digestive action of the 
ptyalin of the saliva. New broad, 
in other words, is in reality "bolted" 
and ''bolting" accounts for many of 
the ills arising- from dyspepsia.— 
London Lancet.

ledge loyalty to the head of the uni- 
versity were punished. 
Churches 


awfully silent in worship suddenly 
heard their doors swung.'opeii an:l 
down upon the church aisle a score 
of muskets thumped aa the leaders 
bade them "Ground Arms!" 
This 


custom of 'having the fathers, 
th'* 


husbands, the sons and brothers at, 
the entrance of the pew is a custom 
which came down from olden time. 
when it was absolutely necessary 
that the father or brother should sit 
at the end of the church pew fully 
armed to defend the helpless portion 
of the family. 
But now, how 


changed! . Severe 
penalties 
aro 


threatened against any one who sliall 
interrupt religious 
services, 
and 


annually, at the command of 
the 


highest official in: the "United States, 
wo gather together for thanksgiving 
and holy worship. 
Today I would 


stir your souls to joyful thanksgiv- 
ing while I speak of the mercies of 
Ood, and in unconventional way ra~ 
count tho conquests of the plow, tho 
hammer homirier and the pen. 


Most of the implements of hus- 


bandry have been superseded by mod- 
ern inventions, but the plow lias 
never lost its reign. It has furrow- 
ed its way through all ages. Its vic- 
tories have been waved by the bar- 
ley of Pales-tine, the wheat of Persia, 
the flax of Germany, the rice stalks 
of China, the rich grasses of Italy. 
It has turned up the mammoth of Si- 
beria, tho mastodon of Egypt and 'the 
pine groves of Thessaly. 
Its iron 


foot hath 
marched 
where Moses 


wrote, and Homer sang, and Aristotle 
taught, and Alexander mounted his 
war charger. .It hath wrung its colt- 
er on Norwegian wilds, and ripped 
out the stumps of American forests, 
pushing its way through the savan- 
nahs of the Carolinas, and trembling 
in the grasp of the New Hampshire 
yeomanry. 
American civilization 


hath kept step with the rattle of its 
clevises, and on its beam hath rid- 
den thrSt an'd national plenty. 


A NOT-ABLE BANQUET. 


I do not wonder that the Japanese 


and the Chinese and the Phoenicians 
30 particularly extsolled husbandry, 
or that Cincinatus went 
from the 


consulship to the plow, or that Noah 
was a farmer before he became n 
shipbuilder, or that EHsha .was in 
the field plowing with 12 yoke of ox- 
en when the mantle fell on him, or 
that the Egyptians in their pagan- 
ism worshipped the ox as a tiller of 
their lands. 


Piltheus, the King, found some rich 


gold mines in his province, so 'he 
turned all the population to digging 
in the mines. Tillage was neglected, 
and there came a great famine. One 
day the wife of -the King invited him 
to 'a great banquet, and he came in 
nnd sat down, and there were pieces 
of gold in the shape of bread, and 
pieces of gold in the shape of bis- 
cuL'ts, and pieces of gold in the shape 
of joints of meat, and the King was 
disgusted, and he said: 
"I cannot 


eat this." 
"Neither can the people," 


said his wife most suggestively, and 
then they went back 'to the tillage. 


To get appreciation of what the 


American plow has nccomplished I 
take you into the Western wilder- 
ness. Here in the dense forest I fiu'd 
a collection 
of Indian 
wigwams. 


Wi'th belts of wampun the men lazily 
sit on the skins 
of deer, smoking 


their feathered calumets; or driven 
forth by hunger, I track their mocca- 
sins far away as they make the for- 
est echoes crazy with their wild hal- 
loo, or fish, in the waters of the still 
lake. 
Now tribes 
challenge, and 


warwhoops 


pole* bending under loads-of-hay 
and whinny 
-to 'the well-filled oat 


bins. 
Comfort laughs at the -wind 


rattling -the sashes and clicking the 
icicles from the eaves. 


Pai'ts of our country, under in'dus- 


.trious -tillage, have become an. Eden 
of frultfulness, in 
which religion 


stands, an the Urea of life, and edu- 
cational advantages as the tree of 
knowledge of g'oo'd and evil, not one 
of Mem f 01 bidden. We are ourselves 
surrounded by well-cultured farms. 
They were worked *by your fathers, 
and perhaps your 
mo'tthers helped 


spread the \\AJ in fhe field. On -their 
headstones are the names you be-ir. 
As, when you were boys, 
in the 


sulitry n'oon you swig'hlt for the liar- 
vest field with refreslirnents for your 
fathers, and found them taking their 
noon spell sound asleep under the 
trees, so peacefully now they sleep 
in somo 'country churchyard. No 
more fatigued, d?a1ih has plowed, for 
them the deep furrow of a grave. 


THE G-REAT HARVESTS. 


Although most of us h-ave ndthing 


directly to do with the Ullage of the 
toil, yet in all our occupations we 
feel the effect of successful or blight- 
ed industry. We must, in all our 
occupations, rejoice over the victo- 
ries of the plow today. The earth 
was once cursdd for man's sake, and 
occasionally the soil revenges itself 
on us by refusing a bountiful har- 
vest. I suppose that but for sit the 
eartih would be producing wheat and 
corn, and swee't fruits as naturally 


concil fires blaze 
ring, and chiefs lift 'the tomahawks 
for battle. 
After a. while, wagons 


from the Atlantic csast come to those 
forests. By day trees ore felled, and 
by night bonfires keep off the wolves. 
Log cabins rise, and the great trees 
begin to throw their branches in the 
path of the conquering white man. 
Farms 
are 
cleared. 
Stumps, the 


monuments of slnin forests, crum- 
ble nnd are bunted. Villages appear. 
with smiths at the bellows, masons 
on the wall, carpenters on the house- 
top. 
Churches rise in honor of the 


Great Spirit whom the red men ig-nor- 
•mtly worship. Steamers on the lake. 
convey merchandise to her wharf, 
and curry East the uncounted bushels 
that have come to the market. Bring 
hither wreaths of wheat and crowns 
or^rye. nnd let the mills and,the ma- 
chinery of barn and field unite their 
voices to celebrate the triumph, for 
the wilderness hath retreated and the 
plow hath conquered. 


AT THE WIND. 


Within our time tho presidential 


cabinet lias added a secretaryship to 
lirriculture. Societies are constantly 
being established for the education 
•>f the plow. Journals devoted to this 
department are circulated through 
ill the country. 
Farmers, through 


such culture have learned the attrib- 
utes of soils, and found out that al- 
most every field has its peculiar pre- 


as n'ow it produces mullein, stalks 
nnd Canada thistles. There is 'hastily 
a hillock between the 
forests of 


Maine and the lagoons of Florida, 
between the peadh orchards of New 
Jersey and the pine? of Oregon, 'thai 
Iras not sometimes 
shown Its nat- 


ural and total depravity. The thorn 
a'lid ifliiiitle seem to 'liave usurped the 
sdil, and nothing but the rebellion 
nf .the' plow can uproot the evil su- 
premacy. 
But God is g-ood. Now, 


if one 'of our seasons partially proves 
a failure, the &irth seems to : 
of it the next summer iu more mu- 
nificent rupply. 


Praise God for the great harvests 


that ha,vo been reaped this las't year! 
Some of them injured by drought or 
inserts, -or freshets, were net ns boun- 
tiful as usual, -others fax in excess 
of what have ever before bfipn gath- 
ered, while higher prices will help 
make up for any decreased supply. 
Sure signs cf •agricultural prosperity 
we- -have in -tins fact that cr,!t;tie mid 
horses and sheep and swine and nil 
fnrin -animals have, during the last 
two years, 'increased in vjiQue. Twen- 
ty million, swine slaughtered -this 
last year, nml yet FO many hogs IrU, 
Enormous paying off of 1'anu mort- 
gages lias spoiled the old speeches 
of the calamity liowlers. If Ihe an- 
cients in tlitiir festivals 'presented 
their rejoicings be-fore Ceres, the god- 
dess -of com and liillage, shall we 
neglect to rejoice in the presence of 
the great God now? Prom Atlantic 
to Pacific let the American, nation 
celebrate the victories of Hie plow. 


I come next to speak of -'Jio con- 


quest of the American h-nramea*. Its 
iron arm has fought its way down 
from the beginning to the present. 
Under its swing 'the city of Enoch 
rose, and the foundry of Tuba! Cain 
rcsminded, and the ark floated on the 
deluge. 
At its clftng ancient tem- 


ples spread their magnificence, and 
chariots ruslisd out fit-for the bn-ttie. 
Its iron first smote the marble of 
Pares, and it rose dn. sculptures Mi- 
nervas and struck the Pentelican 
mines, until from them a Parthenon 
was reared whiter than a poJace of 
ics and pure as an a-nge-l-'s dream. 
Damascus and Jerusalem, and Home 
and Venice, and Paris and London, 
and Philadelphia and New York, and 
Washing-ton, are hut the long pro- 
tracted echoes of the 'hammer. .Un- 
der the hammer everywhere dwell- 
ings have g-one up, ornate and luxu- 
rious. 
Sohi»Uiouses, lyceums, hos- 


pitals and nsylnms liave added addi- 
tional glory to fhe enterprise as well 
is the beneficence of the American 
people. Vast 
public works have 


constructed, bridges have Tjeen 


huilit over rivers nnd tunnels dug 


ferences. 
Lnnds have their choica 


-s to which product they will bear. 
Marshy lowlands 
touched 
by the 


nlow rise nnd wring out their wet 
leeks in the trenches. Islands born 
down on the coast of Peru mid Boli- 
via are transported to our fields and 
make our vegetation leap. Highways 
liy this plow, are changed from bog- 
3-y sloughs into roads like the Roman 
Appian Way. 
Field's go through 


bloodless revolutions until there the 
farmhouse stands. In summer hon- 
eysuckles clamber- over the trellises. 
On one side there stands a garden, 
which is only a farm condensed. On 
the other side there is a stretch of 
meadow land -with thick grass, and, 
as the wind breathes over it, it looks 
like the deep 
green ocean waves. 


There. goes a brook, tarrying long 
in its windings, tis if loath to leave 
the spot where the reeds sing and 
the cattlo stand at noonday nder tha 
shadow of the weeping willows. In 
winter the sled comes 'through the 
crackling snow with- huge logs from 
the woods, and the barn floor quakes 
under tho thumplngs of the flail or 
tho deafening buzz of -the thrashing 
machine..

under mountains nnd churches of 
maitahless beauty linve gone up for 
Him who hod not where to lay His 
head, nnd the old theory is exploded 
th-.it because Ghitst was bom in a

Railroads of fabulous length have

of the smoke-pipes and tho savage 
yell of tho steam whistle. 
In hot 


haste our national industiy advances, 
her breath the nir of .10,000 fur- 
naces, her song .the voice of uncount- 
ed faotcrifs, her footstep the flash of 
wheel-buckets, and .the treat of the 
shaft and the stamp 
of foundries.

«v«y lipuse- -thM -i-s build'ea*, (ir.'d in- 
every public conveyanca that Is con- 
structed, and in every ship What is 
sailed. When we see- -th'e hardwork- 
ing men of the land living in com- 
fortable 'abodes, with luxuries upon 
their taible tihat cnce even kings could 
not afford, having 'the advantage of 
thorough education, of accomplish- 
ment and art, we are all ready at 
this season, to unite with thorn in 
praise to God for His goodness. 


You shall see American labor ris- 


ing up with a stronger arm and a 
stouter heart and a swarthier frame. 
New cities will be built. Commerce 
on the lakes will take new wings. 
Where now stands unbroken'forests 
great capitals of business and afflu- 
ence will rise, and streams that have 
idled away six thousand years will 
be harnessed to ponderous machinery 
and compelled to toil and sweat like 
the Chattahoochee and the Merrimac, 
At one of or great dry docks we shall 
build the model ocean steamship. It 
wiH come 'together under the chorus 
of .a thousand American, hammers. 
She shall start amid a great national 
hurrah, and move far out at sea as 
:though an island had been unanchor- 
ed with its forests of masts, or as if 
some one had said in Scripture phrase 
unto a mountain, "Be thou -cast into 
the sea."

artificial stone which is snid to stand 
every test and to "be impervious to all 
vagaries of the weather. The process 
is a, simple one, nnd the ingredients of 
the stone, chiefly lime and sand, are not 
expensive commodities, so that it is be- 
lieved that the artificial product -\ 
be ablo to compete with the real. The 
lime and sand, having been thorough- 
ly incorporated, arc pussed into mold- 
ing boxes, which may be of any con- 
venient size or shape, and these are 
placed within the converter. Water at 
high pressure and having a high tem- 
perature is pumped into the converter 
to cause the necessary chemical union 
between the lime and sand, nnd the 
molding- boves nre also submitted to 
a temperature of about 400 degrees 
Fahrenheit by the notion of super- 
heated steam. In, about 30 hours the 
purplus water is run off, but the heat 
ia continued, in order to remove mois- 
ture from the molding boxes, for an- 
other 35 hours. The boxes are then re- 
moved from the converter nnd the stone 
within them is-practically ready for use.

ucts of nature's laboratory, such ns 
elate and marble, will presently be suc- 
cessfully imitated.
